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An Insignificant Paper Gains Significance 


In an adjacent column, this paper reprints an 
editorial from last Friday’s issue of The Detroit 
Jewish Chronicle, one of the leading Anglo-Jew- 
ish publications in the United States. 

At the outset this paper wishes to apologize to 
The Detroit Jewish Chronicle for its assumption 
of the right of freedom of speech, And it wishes 
to apologize at the same time to The American 
Jewish Congress for, while only an “insignificant” 
publication, it had the effrontery io criticize the 
all powerful and never-erring Congress in its at- 
tempt to foist its rule upcn the Jews of the Unit- 
ed States, 

Unfortunately, for some time the national edi- 
tion of The Spokesman has been only 
four pages, for had it been larger then its 
arguments, according to our Detroit contempo- 
rary, would have borne Weight and would have 
been deserving of consideration, 

But there is a possibility that the national edi- 
tion of The Spokesman, together with its Louis- 
ville edition (eight and twelve pages) and The 
Jewish Post, of Indianapolis, is not very small. 
An@ there is the same possibility, that our mast- 
head message, “America’s Fastest Growing Jew- 
ish Weekly Publication,’ which the Chronicle 
finds so objectionable, is borne out in fact and, 
although perhaps irking to less enterprising news.

In August, 1932, The Spokesman Company

the circulation had been doubled, and every sub- 
scriber a paid-in-advance reader. Figures for 
1933 and 1934 are not verifiable by our records, 
but the 1935 and 1936 figures record the actual 
paid-in-advance circulation, The growth on which 
The Spokesman Company bases its claims of fast- 
est growing publication is 1,926 per cent in three 
and a half years 

So the Chronicle can now no longer attack 
The Spokesman on its insignificance in size, but 
only on its insignificance in logic, 

But even here this paper wishes to take ex- 
ception to the remarks of its contemporary. 

The Chronicle objects because this paper 
termed “insulting” the suggestion of The Ameri- 
can Jewish Congress made to cities which had 
never heretofore considered the Congress im: 
portant enough to form a Congress section, that 
they arrange an organization so that The Amert- 
can Jewish Congress could then be said to repre- 
sent the entire nation. No opportunity was offered 
for a demurrer by any of the more important and 
already organized groups, the erder was for the 
formation of a Congress secticn ‘with or without 
the support of such powerful organizations as The 
B’nai B'rith and The American Jewish Commit- 
tee. No opportunity was offered for a meeting 
whereby the city might vote on participation in 
The Jewish elections of 
World Jewish Congress delegates. No, The few 
Congress sympathizers in each city were urged 
to call a meeting to elect “democratically” dele- 
gates to the Washington meeting. 

This may not be insulting to some cities, But 
it is insulting to any city which prides itself on 
its self-government and its ability to make its 
own decisions without any help from a New York 
dictatorial group, 

Take, for instance, Detroit, A meeting will be 
held in Detroit this Sunday to elect delegates to 
the Washington convention. Never before has 


this Jewish community of 71,268 Jewish souls 
considered the American Jewish Congress of 
enough significance to form a permanent Con- 
gress section. And in Detroit the Pisgah Lodge 
of B’nai B'rith, local representative of the largest

Jewish fraternal order in the world, and the Amer- 
ican Jewish Committee members, part of the ben- 
eficient and distinguished American Jewish Com- 
mittee headed by Dr. Cyrus Adler, are opposed to 
the World Jewish Congress. How many of Detroit’s 
71,000 Jews these two groups represent cannot 
be determined, but it can be said that they repre- 
sent more of that city’s Jewish population than 
an organization woich has even up until today 
never had a permanent organization there. 

Had the American Jewish Congress really de 
sired a representative election, it could have writ- 
ten to the Detroit Jewish Community along with 
the cthers asking that they consider taking part 
in the Washington conference, But even this 
would not have given Louis Lipsky the right of 
saying in Paris at the preliminary meeting of the 
World Jewish Congress that the American Jewish 
Congress did not need a democratic election in 
the United States because it already represented 
the Jews of that nation,

try is turning towards the World Jewish Con- 
gress, This may be so, and it may also be a fact 


that Hitler is a friend of the Jews, but this paper 
has its doubts on both propositions, Only this 
week, the largest articulate body in the United 
States, the B’nai B’rith, went on record as oppos- 
ing the Wcrid Jewish Congress. 

This paper objects to any organization usurp- 
ing the will of the Jews of the United States. On 
such a false foundation very little good can be 
accomplished, Jews of the United States form a 
substantial and powerful segment of World Jew- 
ry, yet in the World Jewish Congress, THEY 
WILL NOT BE RBPRESENTED, 

No one charges that Rabbi Wise and the 
American Jewish Congress will go to Geneva de- 
termined to harm the Jews of the World. But 
it must be admitted that the American Jewish 
Congress represents one view of the situation of 
World Jewry and that this view is almost dia- 
metrically opposed to that of the powerful and 
influential American Jewish Committee and the 
B’nai B’iith, Then whatever the American Jew- 
ish Congress does in Geneva will be diametrically

England Adamant

H, Thomas told the House of Com- 
mons last week.

A. Rosalsky, 
Judge, Dies

(JTA)—Otto A, 
Rosalsky, senior judge of the 
Court of General Sessions and 
prominent in Jewish communal 
life, died Monday at Mount Sinai 
Hospital in his sixty-third year. He

‘BUFFALO, N. Y. (Spl.)—Doom 
for American Jewry by assimila- 
tion was predicted here by Dr, Jo- 
seph L. Fink, rabbi of.
